Manila, May 5.—The United States 


transport Meade r^ailt-d for the Vuitt-d ! 
Slates at 5 o'clock in the afternoon with j 
Major Ueiieral Otis aud his two aids-de j 
camp ou board. The warships iu port j 
tired a major general's ^alute us the" 
steamer raised her anchor. 


The governor's launch left the palace 


at -4 o'clock, carrying General Otis' and 
lieueral Mac-Arthur's staffs to thf Meade. j 
The Tweutii-th aud Fourteenth infantry ' 
were drawn up ashore in front of the 
city wall, presented arms, and the baud 
pluyed "Auld Lang Syne" while a shore 
battery saluted. 


During the morning the supreme court 


judges and many officers called at the 
palace to bid farewell to General Otis, 
who kept at work until the moment of 
leaving 
with his accustomed energy. 


Since tlie beginning of the insurrection 
General Otis has kept at his desk from 
early in the morning until midnight. lie 
has never been seen ou the Luneta. like 
the other oolccrs, and ouly two or three 
times bus he been seen in Society, and 
these occasions were >emion1cial recep- 
tions. The general leaves the army ud- 
mirablv organized, provisioned and cloth- 
ed. 


Relieved at lliii Own Itequeitt. 


The order issued by the war depart- 


ment relieving General Otis of the com- 
mand of the division of the Philippines 
and assigning General MacArthnr there 
to concludes as follows: 


On completion of the transfer of the comnunii 


Major GeneiAl Otis, accompanied by Ills authorized J 
aids, will ic-paiv to San Francisco, revovting upuii 
arrival to the adjutant general. United Staft 
army, for the further orders of the secretury ol 
war. 


Major General Otis is relieved from command 


only in c-oniplmnee with his own expressed wish. 
The president directs that this order record hit 
lush appreciation of that orficer's distins'-'isheci 
aud aucwasful terriccs in the Philippine Jblamls 
in both civil and military administration. They 
entitle him to jjretitude and hunor from his coun- 
try. 
Kimf HOOT, Secretary of War. 


General Mat-Arthur, iu addition to his 


duties as division commander, will exer- 
cise the authority or military governor of 
the Philippine Islands. 


Colonel Hurdin's. expedition recently

The troops have already taken 
four towns without opposition, the few- 
armed insurgents encountered taking to 
the mountains.

Santiago and Puerto Prin- 
cipe, who is making a tour 01 iu&puutiou 
of the posts on the north const, inspected 
the post at Puerto Principe. Six troops 
of the Eighth cavalry. Major Ha (field 
commanding, arc stationed there. Major 
Carv, chief surgeon, who is accompany- 
ing Colonel AVhitside. has investigated 
the lever situation, alarming reports of 
which had been sent o>it owing to what 
were suspected to be two cases of yellow 
fever. The major decided that the sick- 
ness was not yellow fever, but ordered 
vigorous sanitary measure* to he taken. 
The health of the troops is good. 


Cruiser Albany Still Tied Ty. 


Washington, May 5.—The Albany is 


still at the Elswick works in England, 
though it was expected she would sail 
lor this country in March. A report just 
received trotu Captain J, K. Craig, who 
has been assigned to the,command of tile 
vessel, reports that the cruiser is still 
tied up at the docks of the contractor. 
Captain Craig says that there seems to 
be a serious hitch over the dynamos and 
that, although the contractors are- work- 
ing faithfully, ii is impossible for him lo 
make a trustworthy prediction when the 
vessel will be ready to start for the Unit- 
ed States. 


More Time For Ratification. 


"Washington, May 5.—Secretary Hay 


and Lord Panncefote. the British ern- 
bassador, signed a treat}' extending for 
seven months from Aug. .~i next the pe- j 
riod of time allowed for the exchange i 
o£ ratifications of the Hay-Pauncefote j 
canal treaty. 
This extension was ar- 


ranged t'or iu view of the conviction that 
no legislation upon the treaty can be se- 
cured during the present session ot con- 
gress. 
The extension will prolong the 


period allowed t'or the exchange of rati- 
fications until the expiration ol President 
McKiuley's term of office.

If the sun were a hol- 
low Ijall and iheeanhwere placed at its 
Center, the i:;owi eould »till revolve at its 
distance of 23it,lcjU iiiiieji around the earth 
inside this hollow balL

Jialf way Jjetween the center of tho 


earth and the sun's turfac«, which would 
bv -J3S.OOO miles from us if the eartii were 
placed at the center of tho hollow ball 
which re]ir«M'nts the size of the sun. 


\Ve shall se<; that the sun is hotter than 


eleciric arc light, which luelts all knowu 
substances, and one ot the greatest ques- 
tions which puzzles scientific men is toae- 
counc for the work which this heat- does iu 
the vast regions of space, for only the two- 
billionth part of it produces trees and 
grass and supports the life of creatures on 
this earth. 


One of the best ways of realizing the in- 


tense heat of the sun is to use a bunting 
ghiss or a lens and concentrate the heat 
rays on :t piece of paper. One can thus 
speedily burn a hole in the paper. 


Kot long since an old felt hat was dis- 


covered to be on lire in one of the labora- 
tories of Harvard university. How the 
flit; could have started in the hat was a 
great puzzle, for it- was on a table appar- 
ently removed from every object which 
was combustible, and the only other ob- 
ject on the table was a peculiarly shaped 
water bottle. 
The mystery was soon 


solved. When the afternoon sun shone into 
the laboratory room, the water bottle col- 
lected the sun's rays and concentrated 
them like a burning glass on the hat. 


Sometimes one discovers black spots on 


leaves of trees which are caused by the 
drops of dew concentrating the rays of the 
sxin. These drops are also little burning 
glasses. It is an interesting>eiperirnent to 
make a lens out of ice and burn a piece of 
Ikiper by means of rays which, have passed 
through such a cold body. 


We can similarly concentrate the heat of 


the sun by mirrors. The best form of mir- 
ror is similar to that which is placed be- 
hind the headlight of a locomotive. This 
mirror is not flat; it has a curved surface 
and it can bring the sun's rays of light to 
a. focus—the very place where the head- 
light is placed. 
This headlight sends its 


rays to the curved mirror, which in turn 
scuds out a straight beam of light along 
the track in front of the engine. 


When such a mirror is turned to the sun, 


it sends a straight beam into the mirror, 
and, as we have said, this beam is brought 
to a focus where the light is placed. Thus 
the sun produces a light at the focus of 
the mirror, and, if the mirror be large 
enough, can melt every known substance 
at the focus—«an burn an iron nail like a 
match. 


From experiments with large mirrors 


\ve know that the heat of the sun must be 
capable of melting all known metals and 
glass and porcelain, for the sun must be 
even hotter than tho focus of the largest 
mirror we can construct, since a wall ex- 
posed to a blazing fire cannot lie hotter 
than the fire itself. 


If has often been proposed to use tho 


great hea£ of the sun to propel vehicles. It 
is said: "Why can't we mount mirrors in 
exieh a way that they will concentrate the 
heat of the sun on a boiler placed at tho 
focus—just where the headlight of an en- 
gii)0 is placed? The heat in the boiler 
could be converted into steam and this 
steam could be used to propel tha vehicle. 
With a suitably constructed flying ma- 
chine the sun might life us above the .sin-- 
face of the earth and draw us to himself 
across the ocean o£ space." 


If this were possible, we should be fro- 


zen to death when we left the warm atmos- 
phere of the earth, and we should be 
burned up whcu wo got as near to the svm 
as the moon is to this earth. 


It may seem very singular that we 


should be frozen to death as we approach 
nearer the sun until we get within a cer- 
tain distance, and that our bodies should 
then be burned as if in a liory furnace. 
Once in ascending a mountain in Switzer- 
land, at a height more than twice that of 
Mount Washington, my face was badiy 
burned, although my body felt very cold, 
and I should have been frozen to death if 
1, thinly clad, had remained long at this 
altitude. Thick woolen garments act just 
like the atmosphere of the earth. They re- 
tain the heat and prevent its rapid loss by 
radiating away into space. 


Tho heat grows more intense as wo ap- 


pvoach the,sun. At first the rays radiate 
very rapidly after they have struck, so to 
speak, tho human body. When we ap- 
proach quite near the sun, the intense heat 
cannot be radiated away fast enough 10 
prevent the complete burning of all known 
objects and their conversion into vapor. 


The atmosphere surrounding the earth 


acts like a blanket in keeping the earth 
warm, by preventing the rapid radiation 
of heat into cold space. This atmosphere 
extends to a distance ceJtainly of 500 miles 
above tho earth, but it is extremely thin 
at such a height, and a body at the height 
of 500 miles would quickly lose tho heat it 
receives from the sun. 


The SUM, too. has an atmosphere whic'n 


probably extends to the enormous distance 
of 200,000 miles from his surface. 
This 


atmosphere is also like a blanket, and it 
hinders the radiation of heal, from the hot 
interior of tho sun. If this blanket should 
grow thinner, the earth might grow in 
tolerably hot, or it it should become thick- 
er ice might gather over the whole surface 
of the earth.—Professor Trowbridge in 
Youth's Companion.

Prussian blue in combination with nitric 
ami hydrochloric acid. The writing done 
with this ink has tho singular property of 
fading when exposed to tho light and re- 
covering its color whcu taken into the 
shade or placed in perfect darkness.

First Recorded Sale of a "Lot In New York 


Wa» Vor Lew Than »1O. 


Mrs. Schuyler Van Kensselaer has an 


article in The Century on "The Mother 
City of Greater Xew York." Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer says: 


The earlier streets had followed the wa- 


ter, front, then formed by the line of Pearl 
•street,"to the"eastward of the fort. Here 
stood the new city inn, facing the East 
river, but on the site which is well away 
from the shore of the widened city of to- 
day, near the head of Ccvntiea slip. Broad- 
way was begun in 1643, on the site of its 
present Xo. 9, opposite the Bowling Green, 
and here for many years stood Krigier's 
tavern. At first the people had been mere 
squatters, putting their houses where they 
chose and facing them as they chose, with- 
out personal titles to the land. Now some 
attention was paid to street lines, and the 
land was surveyed and sold in small par- 
cels. The first lot of which the sale is re- 
corded brought I9.CO, and in 1643 a house, 
with several acres of ground, not far from 
the fort was bought for $610. 


Most of the houses were of wood and

Almost all the debt of England consists 


of the funded debt, so called, and the 
greater part of this is made up of ''eon- 
sols," which is an abbreviation of "con- 
solidated stocks," of which \ve read every 
day in the papers, and the price of consols 
is the financial pulse of England. 


Consols were created in 1752 by stat- 


ute 25 of George II, chapter 27. But no 
scrap of paper ever represented a ccnsol 
until, to facilitate commerce, in 1870, a 
statute was passed allowing the govern- 
ment to issue certificates to represent 
them. The property that all the world 
asked the price of every day was unrepre- 
sented by any monetary securities until 
1S70, and even now very few certificates 
have been issued. 


Now, this is a consol and this is its his- 


tory : Originally some one had loaned the 
government £100, and the government 


j had caused his name to be enrolled on its 


books as a creditor, from whom it had re- 
ceived that amount and to whom some day 
it might, if it chose, repay it. It need 
never do so, but until it did it must pay 
him an annuity of £3—that is. he received 
3 per cent on his money as long as the 
government chose to keep it, but the gov- 
ernment could pay it back at any time it 
chose to do so. This creditor then owned 
a, consol—that Is, he owned such a debt 
from the government as I have just de- 
scribed. 


If he wished to transfer what rights he 


had—that is, his 3 per cent per annum— 
and the right to his £100 -when, if ever, 
the government chose to return it, he 
could go to the Bank of England with his 
transferee and receive the purchase price 
from him and the stock would be trans- 
ferred to the man paying the considera- 
tion, and that man's name would be placed 
on the government's book in the place of 
the former owner, and thereafter the 
transferee would receive the ~3 a year and 
the £100, if it was

zeillcs by a ball which fractured his skull. 
After his recovery periodical disturbances

In the abnormal phases F 
was essentially an automaton. He felt 
nothing, swelled nothing and ate any- 
thing, however nauseous its taste.

"I've seen many a funny play come off 


in a faro bank," said an old time gambler 
the other day, "but of all tbe plays that I 
can remember tbo cheekiest cama off iu 
Colonel Bolly Lewis' game a long tima 
ago. 
It was iu the fall of 1869, and Colo- 


nel Bolly had the biggest game in the 
•west at 312 West Fourth street. There was 
plenty of money around here Iu tliosu 
dr.ys, and cotton and tobacco planters 
dropped in day after day, sold their crops 
and then played the bank. \Yhen a man 
was known as a gambler, tbe limit was tho 
sky, and I've seen turns made for small 
fortunes.

The lirst 
one -was detected on one of the race tracks 
and was forwarded to Washington. Secret 
service agents were sent at once to this- 
city. One of the crowd was Chris Hogau, 
who w:\s as well known among sporting 
men as Billy Pintertott is today. Just a* 
soon as Chris reached town ho hunted up 
che gang, and they had many a good night. 


"They all took a. turn at the bank. 


Sometimes they were lucky, but at the 
wind up all were as good as broke, and 
this included all of Hogan's expense 
money. One afternoon Hogan, with Eph 
.Holland," who ran the Empire gambling 
bouse and managed tlie Goss-Allen fight; 
'Bud' Bcilly and a dealer called Little 
Henry dropped into Colonel Bolly Lewis' 
game. Bolly was sitting behind the lay- 
out, stroking his whiskers, when the boys 
dropped in.

If the storm 
n miid cue, they would k»-ep tbe tracks 
clear for ordinary traffic, hut il the bliz- 
sard was correctly reported—aud the 
worst was expected—the largest plows 
were called into service. 


The welcome word to attack the snow 


finally comes, and the plows leave the 
yard for tht-ir various destinations. On 
the main line the heaviest plows ar« 
used. One of these towers up almost t« 
the top of the engine stack, so that it can 
tackle the highest drifts that may be 
met. The engineer in his caboose cannot 
see ahead well, and the coudnctor has to 
direct him from his position' ou top of 
the cab, where a small cupola has been 
built. 
Behind the two engines driv!fe£ 


the snowplnw come the drag out and a 
train of curs loaded with provisions, 
clothing, extra coal and a crew at shov- 
elers. 
The drag out remains at a re- 


spectful distance behind the snowplow 
and has an easy time of it. 


Out of the yard the procession moves. 


Then it reaches the pluias, and as the 
snow has drifted oft" the track on the 
level the plows have little difficulty in 
clearing them of what remains.

One of the most characteristic creatures 


m Florida Is the so called chameleon or 
jiygiiiy lizard (Anolis principaJls), which 
Is found in all parts of the state. Al- 
though called a chameleon, it bears no re- 
seiublauuu to its namesake :a Asia and 
Africa, except the power to change Its hue, 
nit! that change is duo t« a desire to pro- 
cure food or to protect itself from foes by 
a&aiunlng the color of Jus iiuiuediata sur- 
roundings. 


If placed on a piece of white paper, it 


becomes of a snowy hoe iu appearance in 
a few moments. Transferred u> a bush, it 
becomes a pale green, and placed on the 
ground it assumes the color of the soil 
very, rapidly. 


Its ordinary hue on the ground is a 


brownish black, and it may retain that 
for some time after climbing a tree, but 
an the approach of a foe its •'transforma- 
tion scene" takes place with magical ra- 
pidity. 


Tranquillity or anger, sunshine or shad- 


ow, hunger or plenty of foot!, affects its 
color, which seems to change with the 
state of its feelings. 


Few persons would consider that this 


graceful and active little creature bore any 
relationship to auch ungainly brutes as 
the crocodile and alligator, yet it is a 
member of the same family and one of the 
connecting links between tho saurians and 
ophidians, or snakes. 


It is merely a pygmy alligator adapted 


io living entirely on land and modified in 
:orm and character by its mode of life. 
Among its kindred are the gavials, skinks. 
crocodiles, geckoes and iguanas. All are 
carnivorous, the smaller feeding on in- 
sects and the larger on whatever they can 
capture." One of the nearest living rela- 
tives of the chameleon in the United States 
is the Gila monster of Arizona, yet no two 
allied creatures can be more dissimilar in 
character, the former being active, grace- 
ful and gentle, the latter ill tempered, 
moody and sluggish and secreting a poison 
so venomous that it is dangerous even to 
man and the higher quadrupeds. The 
Gila monster is a foot in length and tho 
chameleon about six inches. 


All lizards present the phenomenon of 


being able to renew their tails after they 
have been cut off, and the tails retain life 
for a considerable time after being severed 
from the body. 


The caudal of a lizard, being brittle and 


easily snapped off, gave rise to tho taltis in 
circulation among old farmers concerning 
the glass snake, which could fall to pieces) 
on being hit and then reunite,.no matter 
how far apart the pieces might be. 


The chameleon's tail is three inches lon# 


and tapers to a threadlike point. The head 
is flat and somewhat pyrifown; the eyes 
are gentle in appearance, bright and alert; 
the teeth sharp, fine and numerous and 
the body long and slender. 


It has four legs, and the hind pair are 


specially fitted for rapid running and long 
jumping, being widely set and elongated. 
The feet ore large, compared to the sizo of 
the body, »nd the toes broad spremiing. 
Theso characteristics enable it to jump 
very high and to travel over ground with 
a celerity which fully entitles it to the 
name of swift. I have seen it jump two 
feet into the air after a fly and outrun u. 
cat in a distance of 60 feet. 


The chameleon is unsurpassed among 


quadrupeds as a flycatcher and is as effect- 
ive in th^ way on trees as tho toad is on 
the grouurt. It wonders over a tree for 
hours togoSher, closely scanning the foli- 
age and promptly gobbling down all tho 
edible insects* it m»v»ts. 


The dainty banner in which it holds an 


insect in its uSouth before devouring it i:; 
rather amusing, for it looks as if it were 
reveling in anticipation. It may carry a 
fly in this manner for several minutes be- 
fore eating it just as u cat (parries u 
mouse, then gulp it suddenly. 


Some of tho negroes think tho creature 


is poisonous afjd try to kill it, but they 
never repeat the effort in my presence, for 
I consider it one of the best friends of the 
farmer. 


Like every other creature on this planet, 


the chameleon has faults that arc more 
apparent than real, considering its inodo 
of life. 


It will, for instance, rapidly reduce tiie 


number of tho inhabitants of an apiivry if 
it can force an entrance, yet it is not us 
bad in that way as a toad, because it can- 
not eat so much and is not so quick in 
catching insects. Beehives should there- 
fore be protected from its ravages. 


The most ruthless enemy of the chame- 


leon is the strike, or butehur bird, bcoiuiso 
it pounces upon it suddenly and, taking 
Lt to a. convenient tree or bush, fastens it 
on a thorn with mice, beetles und other 
ureatures and leaves it suspended until it 
is needed for food. This bird destroys fur 
more, than it requires, many being left on 
the thorns until they fall to pieces from 
decomposition. 


Tho chameleon, being of a fearless dis 


position, is easily tamed by kindness, and 
if give.n tho run of the houso soon becomes 
familiar with the human inmates and 
takes flics from their hands. After outing 
it cocks its little brown eyes flrst on one 
side, then on tho other, as much as to ask 
if there are any more dainties, and when 
it does not got them it scuttles away to 
some favorite retreat, generally a sunny 
nook near tho window. 


Tho chameleon puffs out its little throat 


occasionally, as if it wero very angry and 
ready to attack everything, but that is all 
more demonstration, for it never assails 
nny thing fiercer than a lively fly or a fat 
caterpillar. This trick of enlarging its di- 
Bionsions is a trait inherited from remote 
>ne,cstors, which frequently used It to 
"bluff" hungry but cautious foes, who 
looked upon sizo as an indication of 
btrcngth nnd ferocity. Tho Siuirluns of tho 
present day make a similar display when 
approached on land and exhale a strong, 
musky smell, as If they depended on their 
ferocious mien and pungent odor to fright 
un their enemies. 


Tho conditions of tho chameleon aro 


such that it will exist long after alligators 
Imvc disappeared from the livlnn fauna.— 
Florida Times-Union and Citizen.
